Hi Fans, 

We hope all of you enjoyed the Holidays and that you will have a very happy 1975. Many 
thanks from Richard, Karen, Mom and Dad Carpenter, Rosina, Patty and myself for the fantastic 
cards and gifts we reeieved. Ill cards were on display during the holidays and many will be 
placed in Carpenters books of memories. Holidays in the Carpenter house were busy ones. Aunts, 
Uncles and Cousins jetted from Baltimore, Md. and Northford Conn, for a family gathering. The 
Christmas tree was a huge Douglas Fir, so thick with branches and needles that all ornaments 
had to be placed at the formost branch tips. Truly a beauty. The marshmallow castle which Curt 
Mercer built for them last Christmas was displayed on the large cocktail table in the living 
room. This year Curt built the "grounds" with scenery to complete the display. Scenery included 
a moat which surrounded the castle, a pond (made from blue glass) with skaters, tiny animals, 
trees, snow, a lollipop meadow and a candy cane lane. Tiny colored lights enhance the grounds 
and draw attention to some of the miniatures. The castle itself is truly a masterpiece. To get 
it all together, Curt used 81 gumdrops, 8 candy canes, 6 peppermint sticks, 6 cake cones, 14 
toothpicks, 1 package green and red mints, 1 package candy confetti, 5 round flag candies, 38 
pieces of hard candy, 104 buttermints, 17 peppermint wheels, 9 white peppermints, 188 charms, 

33 chocolate kisses, 56 caramels, 192 sugar cubes, 4,513 miniature marshmallows, &jr pounds of 
sugar, 23 feet of wiring and 6 Christmas light bulbs. The bulbs were wired inside the cake cones 
which had been dipped in colored parafin and placed upside down on top of the towers. The 
marshmallows represent white rocks and the many colored square charms make up the court yard. A 
tiny drawbridge spans the moat. It took Curt 144 hours to construct this magnificent display 
plus added time this year to construct the grounds. The entire display was carefully transported 
to their new home the evening of their annual Christmas party, where it drew "ooos" and "ahs" 
from their delighted guests. The annual party was a huge success. Karen was a most delightful 
hostess, extending a warm welcome to each guest by greeting them at the door with a hug & kiss. 
Tables were heavy with a variety of tasty food which had all been prepared by Mabel Reed, a 
fantastic cook and cateress. I'm sure we all went away a few pounds heavier. December 19 
K & R did 2 shows at Disneyland. It was Trojan night there and the big, handsome men on the 
football team were being honored for earning their way into New Years day Rose Bowl game. It 
was one of our rare, cold California nights and though K & R both wore denim outfits, they were 
freezing cold on the outdoor stage.
